as in breast feeding. The baby who 
eats too long or too much will tend to 
regurgitate or vomit The doctor can 
tell whether the baby is getting too 
much to. eat by finding out how many 
calories the child is receiving per clay, 
hi relation to his weight. 


The growing baby is a little machine. 


He can handle just so much fuel daily 
with a certain output of energy. 


A baby who gets too much to eat 


may become nauseated and 
refuse 


food. The baby who lacks certain es- 
sential substances in the diet, such as 
vitamins or cod liver oil and orange 
juice, will not grow satisfactorily. 


A. baby who is eating too much con- 


centrated, food, and not enough wat- 
er, may, take . more food, to!, satisfy 
thirst.. If, however, he gets too much 
water, his stomach becomes distended 
and his appetite satisfied before he 
gets enough food.

For this reason, the doctor is likely 


to recommend a formula which will 
have just about the same ingredients 
as are possessed by mother's milk.
